MOST RESPECTFULLY SHEWETH : 

1. The Petitioner is filing the present petition for initiation of 
contempt proceedings against the Respondents / Contemnors 
for willful and deliberate violation of the orders of this Hon'ble 
Court dated 23.09.2013, 24.03.2014 and 16.03.2015 in relation 
to the captioned writ petition. 

2. The Petitioner in the present petition is Petitioner No. 2 in the 
captioned writ petition - W.P. 829/2013, which has been filed 
challenging the constitutionality of Unique Identification Project 
or the Aadhaar Scheme launched by the Unique Identification 
Authority of India in 2010. The captioned writ petition is being 
heard by this Hon'ble Court along with other writ petitions, 
which also challenge the Unique Identification Project or the 
Aadhaar Scheme on diverse grounds. 

3. This Hon'ble Court had on 23.09.2013, while issuing notice in the 
captioned writ petition, directed that "no person should suffer for 
not getting the Adhaar card inspite of the fact that some 
authority had issued a circular making it mandatory and when 
any person applies to get the Adhaar Card voluntarily, it may be 
checked whether that person is entitled for it under the law and. 
it should not be given to any illegal immigrant". A true copy of 
the order of this Hon'ble Court dated 23.09.2013 is being 
annexed herewith as ANNEXURE-P/l-fPAGES 3 TO \\ ) . 


Further, on 24.03.2014, this Hon'ble Court, while issuing notice 
in SLP (Crl) 2524/2014 and tagging the Petition along with the 
batch of Petitions including the captioned Writ Petitions, led by 
W.P.(C) 494/2012, reiterated its earlier order dated 23.09.2013. 
This Court in its Order on 24.03.2014 further added that "All the 
authorities are directed to modify their forms/circulars/likes so as 
to not compulsorily require the Aadhaar number in order to meet 
the requirement of the interim order passed by this Court 
forthwith." A true copy of the order of this Hon'ble Court dated 
24.03.2014 is being annexed herewith as ANNEXURE - P/2 - 
(PAGES \2_TO la V 

Further, on 16.03.2015, this Hon'ble Court upon being apprised 
of violations of its order dated 23.09.2013 by several 
governmental agencies and authorities, had again directed 
compliance of its order dated 23.09.2013. A true copy of the 
order of this Hon'ble Court dated 16.03.2015 is being annexed 
herewith as ANNEXURE - P/3-(PAGES 14 TO Q.0 Y 

The aforesaid orders of this Hon'ble Court dated 23.09.2013, 
24.03.2014 and 16.03.2015 clearly reveal that any measure that 
has the effect of rendering the enrolment for the Unique 
Identification Project or the Aadhaar Scheme mandatory or 
compulsory has been proscribed. While the various issues of 
facts, law and constitutional vires raised in the petitions 
challenging the UID project are pending adjudication by this 
Hon'ble Court, The Unique Identification Project or the Aadhaar 
Scheme has been permitted to continue only on a voluntary 
basis with the explicit direction that no person shall suffer on 
account of not possessing an Aadhaar Card / Number, which is 
issued under this scheme. The continuing distress faced by many 
people including those who had been writing to this court 
complaining of violation of the court's orders led to the 
abovementioned order dated 24.03.2014, which stipulates that 
the forms / circulars must be reworked to indicate that Aadhaar 


is not a prerequisite to access any service provided by any 
agency or authority. 

However, despite the aforesaid directions of this Hon'ble Court, 
several disturbing instances of compulsory enrollment for the 
Unique Identification Project or the Aadhaar Scheme have 
emerged. 

The State of Maharashtra is a party Respondent in the captioned 
writ petition, and is duty bound to follow and obey all orders 
passed by this Hon'ble Court. The orders referred to above have 
received wide publicity, and even otherwise ought to be obeyed. 
The Respondents / Contemnors are aware of these orders and 
are fully conscious that no services or facilities can be withheld 
and/or made dependent on obtaining an Aadhaar Card/ Number. 
In other words, the Respondents/ Contemnors are aware that 
this Hon'ble Court has directed that an Aadhar Card / Number 
cannot be made a mandatory requirement. Nevertheless, the 
Respondents/ Contemnors have willfully disregarded the orders 
of this Hon'ble Court. 

The present petition is directed against the Respondents/ 

Contemnors, who have taken decisions or issued directions, 

♦ 

which render the Unique Identification Project or the Aadhaar 
Scheme compulsory, and are therefore in contumacious violation 
of this Court's Orders on 23.09.2013, 24.03.2014 and 
16.03.2015. 

The orders of this Hon'ble Court dated 23.09.2013, 24.03.2014 
and 16.03.2015 have been brazenly flouted by the Respondents 
/ Contemnors in the following manner: 

I. The Government of Maharashtra has issued directions 
making enrolment for the UID Project or Aadhaar Scheme 
mandatory for inmates of children's reform homes in the 
state. Further, the enrolment of all such children residing. 


in reform homes has been made a precondition for 
allotment of additional grants over and above those 
already earmarked under the budget. The Government 
has also proposed a deadline for completion of such 
enrolment, and entrusted NGOs with the responsibility of 
facilitating enrolment. 

True copies of newspaper reports carried by the Times of 
India and DNA India, dated 20.01.2015 and 21.01.2015 
respectively, are being annexed as ANNEXURE P/4 
(COLLY 1 ) - (PAGES 2.\ TO \ 

II. The Government of Maharashtra has also issued directions 
to ensure that every school student in the state enrols for 
the UID Project or the Aadhaar Scheme. This exercise is 
being undertaken under the 'School Students Aadhaar, 
Card Campaign', which is proposed to be aggressively 
advertised and marketed through social media. The 
campaign, which involves linking a child's admission 
registration number with his or her Aadhaar Card, has 
been directed to begin on 27.04.2015, and the enrolment 
completed by 26.06.2015. 

True copies of newspaper reports carried by Times of 
India and The Hindu, both dated 23.04.2015, are 
being annexed as ANNEXURE - P/5(COLLY^ - 
(PAGES 2jRT0

The Petitioner submits that the above measures and actions of 
the Respondents /Contemnors constitute a wilful and deliberate 
disobedience of the orders of this Hon'ble Court dated 
23.09.2013, 24.03.2014 and 16.03.2015. The aforesaid 

measures and actions also betray an utter disregard on the part 
of the Respondents /Contemnors for the directions passed by 
this Hon'ble Court and fully warrant the initiation of contempt 
proceedings against them. 



PRAYER 


The Petitioner therefore most respectfully prays to this Hon'ble 
Court that it may most graciously be pleased to: 

(a) Initiate contempt proceedings against the Respondent 
Nos.2 to 4 for willfully and deliberately disobeying and 
violating orders dated 23.09.2013, 24.03.2014 and 
16.03.2015 in connection with W.P. 829/2013; and the 
said Respondents accordingly be prosecuted by this 
Hon'ble Court for committing Contempt of Court. 

(b) Pass such other or further orders as this Hon'ble Court 
may deem fit and proper in the facts and circumstances 
of the case.

The registration number of students’admission will be linked to Aadhaar in order to effectively implement the Right to Education Act. 

Maharashtra Government has decided to link school students* admission registration numbers to Aadhar card in order to effectively 
implement the Right to Education Act. 

A campaign to prepare Aadhaar cards for school children will be undertaken from April 27 to June 26, according to a government resolution 
(GR) issued here on Tuesday. 

The state government has asked the local administration to ensure that school children at the taluka and village levels are issued Aadhaar 
cards within 60 days and the UID numbers are linked to their school admission numbers 

Linking of students’ admission registration number to Adhaar card will facilitate tracking of the child in the education system. The 
government clarified this was being done to ensure the Right to Education Act (RTE) was implemented properly, the GR said. 

It will help government verily whether students are enrolled in schools and parents can also be kept in the loop over their child’s educational 
progress, it said. 

Block education officers have been asked to compile data relating the number of children with Aadhaar cards and forward it to respective 
district collectorates. 

The government has also asked the local administration to publicise the campaign.
